Federal Council of Churches, With Strong New York Backing and 
Notable Group of Trustees Headed by Otto H. Kahn, To 
Co-Operate With Swarthmore Agency 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.—The ane 
nouncement of plans for a new nation- 
wide movement in popular education, to 
be knewn as the National Community 
Foundation, by a committee composed of 
Samuel McRoberts, of the Chatham 
Phenix National Bank & Trust Com- 
pany; Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, president 
of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, and Will Irwin, the 
writer, is probably the biggest event in 
the field of the chautauqua since its in- 
ception. The trustees of the foundation 
are Otto H. Kahn, Mrs. Medill McCor- 
mick, Charles F. Jenkins, Paul M. Pear- 
son, Joseph M. Pugh, Claude C. Smith, 
Robert Fussell and Dr. Cadman. The 
national commitee includes James M. 
Beck, Edward Bock, Simeon D. Fess, 
William Hard, Elon H. Hooker, Henry 
Goddard Leach Henry Morgenthau, 
Roland S. Morris, Joseph Fort Newton, 
the Rev. Father John A. Ryan, Charles 
M. Schwab, Francis H. Sisson, Mark Sul- 


livan and Ida M. Tarbell. 
The purpose of the foundation is to 
take to the small communities the cul- 


tural advantages of the large cities, and 
to cause a stimulation for culture in 
leisure time.

The foundation intends to demon- 
Strate thru the endowment of one such 
agency the possibilities in this field, and 
the Swarthmore Chautauqua, Swarth- 
more, Pa., has the distinction of being 
chosen for this honor. 


Dr. Cadman said: “The Swarthmore 
Chautauqua Association, Swarthmore, 
Pa., serves 1,000,000 people annually in 


633 towns of 14 States and 4 Provinces 
of Canada.” 
The two most important reasons given 


for choosing Swarthmore, as given by 
Dr. Cadman, are: First, it is the only 
traveling chautauqua organized on a 
purely pub‘ic benefit basis, so chartered 
that all sursplus receipts must be turned 
back into work; second, because it

seem to indicate a larger attendance than usual, because the levy is based on re- 


ceipts in all amusement resorts, and, as 
prices have been reduced by nearly all 
cabarets and theaters, there must have 
been an increase in patronage to overe- 
come the drop in prices. 

Paris and all of France is undergoing 
a period of readjustment, due primarily 
to the efforts of the Government to put 
the country on a sound financial basis, 
Unfortunately, many employers, including 
theater managers and other amusement 
purveyors, are taking advantage of the 
situation to erdeavor to force down 
ries, taxes and other expenses. Vari- 
ous groups of French theatrical employees 
and other workers are also planning to 
launch a concerted movement to curtail 
the employment of foreign musicians and 
artists. This seems to be the real basis 
for the dismal cry of “hard times’ that 
has been circulating thruout the country. 


“Castles in the Air’ Cast

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—A delegation 
representing the principals in the cast of 
Castles in the Air, which was left strand- 
ed in Newark last Monday when John 
Meehan slapped an attachment on the box 
office, will appear before the council 
of the Actors’ Equity Association toe 
morrow afternoon to request a waiver of 
the rule that “a show once closed during 
a playing season cannot be reopened 
within eight weeks.” New backing has 
been dug up by the cast and it is de- 
sired to reopen a week from today. It 
Equity will make an exception and lift 
the rule, the principals agree to waive 
their claims against the original pro- 
ducer, James W. Elliott, to the amount 
of two weeks’ salary. 


The players refuse to make public 
disclosure of who is putting up the new 
backing, but Bernard Granville is re- 
ported to be closely concerned. It is 
understood that Elliott is willing to re- 
linquish his rights and turn the show 
over in consideration of a settlement of 
claims held by the principals.

That lofty pedestal upon which Piran- 
dello has been raised receives another 
sharp and rocking blow in the disclosure 
of Right You Are If You Think You Are. 
The pedestal’s foundation, Sir Characters 
in. Search of an Author, was solid, but 
the elevation has mostly been con- 
structed of would-be highbrow pretense 
at appreciation and enjoyment. A gul- 
lible and impressionable public has ac- 
cepted the proclamation of “his Italian 
playwright’s cleverness from * e “smart” 
column writers and “judges” of art, but 
has equally accepted the report of its 
own advance guard when it has come to 
planking down hard cash for the personal 
inspection thereof. Just this season 
alone, Naked and Say It With Flowers 
have come—and gone. Embarrassment 
may be spared Pirandello’s supporters by 
not mentioning how quickly. 

This latest offering makes excellent ex- 
ample of why and how the overlauded 
dramatist is not all that he has recently 
been acclaimed. Such serio-foolishment 
over a search for the absolute—this is 
so and this is not so—right you are if 
you think you are—such might well en- 
title him to credit for a clever, original 
and amusing idea. It might if he had not 
himself used it before, not once but seve 
eral times; in different guises and 
twists, of course, but nevertheless the 
same tongue-in-the-cheek satire on our 
constant clamoring for definite pro- 
nouncement and truth. Used all alone 
it is a light subject that requires plenty 
of supporting wit and brilliance. In the 
face of those who have too hastily de- 
clared that Pirandello has this wit and 
brilliance of dialog, the current piece at 
the Guild disproves it. The speeches 
which carry out the turning paradox of 
his single situation—the insanity of either 
the queer old lady across the hall or her 
son-in-law, one, both or neither —are 
natural and plausible but not scintillating 
nor particularly amusing after their meat 
has been set forth in the very first two 
or three scenes of discourse. They are 
overlong, too, and repetitions of them- 
selves. Furthermore, they are so con- 
fined to direct transmission from play- 
character tq play-character only, and 
not in the least inclusive of the audience, 
that the element of “theater” is almost 
entirely lacking in them. The folks out 
front get tired of being merely listeners- 
on when there is no illusion that they 
themselves are doing the thinking and the 
talking. Then Pirandello’s characters are 
such morons, Babbittry with unchecked 
curiosities and the ill-manners to pry into 
everyone’s affairs. Interest in them is 
difficult, especially when they are simply 
used as stupid puppets on which the au- 
thor can try his variations of an equa- 
tion, all the answers being exactly zero 
and proving nothing one way or another. 
No one but a mathematician like Piran- 
dello could possibly take such pleasure 
in concocting such a series of unknowns. 

The Guild’s production does the play 
no injustice, but it is not up to the usual 
standard; possibly because it was not 
thought necessary for a series of matinees. 
Philip Moeller’s direction is at times 
slack and ineffectual, showing a care- 
Jessnese that fa not usually his want. 
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Many of the cast are uncertain of their 
lines and stumble in their reading. The 
single setting and th» costumes have been 
well attended to but the lighting is skew- 
gee and crude considering the equipment. 

Beryl Mercer’s performance as the 
queer old lady from next door is the 
most perfectly convincing and finished. 
Edward G. Robinson overplays the son-in- 
law just a bit, an uncommon fault for 
him. But if he tones down a shade he 
should be absolutely right for the role. 
Reginald Mason, except for periodic bark- 
ing of a phrase or an emphasiz da word, 
is pleasing to listen to and a satisfactory 
mouthniece for the author's cynicism. 
Laura Hope Crews. interesting in a dark 
wig, gossip: and flaunts about amusingly. 
Helen Westley plays a hag role to the 
hilt, as she always does everything. 
Elisabeth Risdon and Phyllis Connard do 
what little they have to do well and 
Henry Travers manages to get a char- 
acterization out of slight material. J. W. 
Austin, Armina Marshall and Maurice 
McRae contribute satisfactory perform- 
ances of secondary roles and Philip Leigh, 
Dorothy Fletcher, Morris Carnovsky and 
Colin Maclaren fill the bits. Philip Loeb 
is the only one that is downright bad. 
He acts the Provincial Councilor like a 
Jewish comedian trying to play a heavy, 
but perhaps he is not fairly cast. The 
Guild deserves praise for casting as well 
as it does with the permanent company 
doubling and tripling in the five produc- 
t‘ons now being carried.

Samuel Shipman and Jchn B. Hymer, 
their royalties from East Is West nueurty 
exhausted, have gone and done it again. 
They have handed A. H. Woods a prize 
in this latest melodrama titled Crime. 
Not a Pulitzer by any means, but @ 
prize none the less, and probably far 
more lucrative. Pure, unadulterated ho- 
kum it is, but gorgeous bunk ana quite 
the most thrilling thing offered by the 
indecorous show shops of Broadway. 

That one scene in which Goldberg's 
Jewelry shop “right in the heart of 
Times Square” js held up in bread day- 
light should alone be worth the price 
of many admissions. Highbrow, or low- 
brow, anyone would get a great “kick” 
out cf that flare of pyrotechnics. Em- 
ploying practically the entire cast of 
1v0, it is magnificently concejved and

staged—an effect in a million. But this 
highly imaginative, if not altogether 
sound, tale of New York's underworld 
neither begins nor ends there. We ctf 
the audience are permitted to become 2 
part of Eugene Fenmore's eltficienuy 
crganized gang of bandits almost from 
the very start. In fact, we are inveigled 
into it willy-nilly and just barely escape 
the electric chair in the end which points 
the moral that should keep off the cen- 
sors and self-appointed protectors cf the 
morons. In the meantime there is a 
“stick up” of a couple of youngsters 
spooning in Central Park, their fcrced 
adjunct to the gang, a high-stake poker 
game, target practice by the criminal 
fraternity in the Master Mind's apart- 
ment, the planning of the Goldberg rob- 
bery with the aid of blue prints and a 
thoro dress rehearsal, the preachment. of 
the debonair Fenmcre'’s creed that if 
shooting is necessary it must be at a 
not too vital spot—then that irresistibly 
exciting few minutes when $150,000 
worth of diamonds are shifted from show 
case tc taxi under tne very eyes of 
Broadway's office bent mobs, the murder 
of Goldberg and finally the awakening 
of the police, the riot call, the ma- 
chine gun fire and the gat spattering— 
back to the Master Mind's apartment 
for some neat satire with the radio 
spouting the news cf the holdup and con- 
tinuing its morning program with the 
Black Diamond Orchestra playing the 
Prisoner’s Song, the arrival of the “ex- 
tra’ editions of the tabloid papers with 
faked photographs and “true” stories cf 
the crime. Thru it all there are the two 
frightened youngsters carrying the love 
interest and getting deeper and deeper 
into the web. But the gloriously infa- 
mous yarn continues (and it cannot be 
hurt cne bit by letting it prove its own 
meaty self here in this report) with 
Fenmore’s killing of Rocky Morse for 
disobeying orders and using lead on the 
objecting jeweler, then Fenmore’s trial 
before the gang’s ccurt of honor as- 
sembled after the three o'clock curfew 
in the Hellsden Night Club, the police 
raid upon that joint, the capture of tne 
innocent youngsters, their third degree 
ordeal at police headquarters tc the re- 
sult of a charge of murder and implica- 
tion in the holdup, Fenmore’s sacrificial 
confession to save them and—-well, there 
is a plot that brings back the geod old 
days if it doesn't qualify as modern art. 

Occasionally it is burlesque or satire, 
but most of the time it is played serious- 
ly and aspires to be merely theatrical, 
which it is, highly. The latter part is 
full of sentimentality. It is all cheap 
and more cr less rowdy. But who cares? 
The play is engrossing entertainment for 
the moment, no matter what analysis 
may prove later on. And no one can 
say that it is not exciting. Whether 
or net it is “the sort of thing that is 
wise in the theater’’ may be left to the 
chosen few to decide. Crime is “good 
box office’’ anyway. \ 

Top honors in its preduction go to A. 
H. Van Buren for the effective and in- 
telligent staging. There are many no- 
tably fine performances, too. The two 
youngsters win the most acclaim from 
the audience, and deservedly. Little 
Sylvia Sidney, just graduated from the 
Theater Guild School of Acting and only 
17 years old, fcllows up her success of 
last summer, in the class presentaticn of 
Prunella under the direction of Wine 
throp Ames for special performances at 
the Garrick, with further assurance of 
being a star in the making. Her charme 
ing quaintness is but incidental to her 
natural artistry and her astonishing 
power in both light comedy and emce» 
tional scenes. Douglass Montgomery, as 
the other kid, is earnest and sincere to 
the point of being absclutely convincing. 
His peculiar voice and round pronuncias 
tion lend him an added interest. 


James Rennie essays the role of the 
master crook, Fenmore, in his usual 
suave manner, but does not altogether 
shake his Great Gatsby for the new 
character. He rather overdoes the mati- 
nee idol tricks as he carries out the 
silken business of being this kid glove, 
dress-suit chief of criminals with a heart 
of gold and an honesty that weuld put 
the entire police force to shame. What 
a pity he resorts to this staginess. It 
very much weakens many of his scenes, 
particularly his defense speech at tne 
trial in the crooks’ ccurt of honor. Rocky 
Morse, whom he shoots, is played to the 
full by Chester Morris. nonchalant, 
sinister and properly caddish. Claude 
Cocper is most amusing as the old 
second-story worker who is considered 
out of date by his gang. Earle Mayne 


finds vivid characterization in his role 
cf Spat, one of the gunmen, and < 
tav Yorke, Walter D. Greene, Marvin 
Oreck, Jack LaRue, Michael Markham 
and the others who make up the rogues’ 
gallery are individually excellent. jay 
Johnson is not well chosen as the prin. 
cipal feminine member of the gang. Her 
looks and smart manner belie her, and 
the quality of her brisk voice is cultured 
beyond disguise. E. F. Bostwick, only 
in the last scene, gives one of the out. 
standing perfermances with his portrayal 
of the police inspector. A good word, 
too, must be said for Marie Co'e who 
makes an incidental bit stand cut. The 
rest of the large cast and supers are well 
chosen and effective. P. Dodd Acker. 
man's settings meet the requirements 
both in appearance and facility.

Broadway now has three musicals in 
which the book deals with life in the 
movies. In Polly of Hollywood the film 
@ngle is played up much more than it is 
in either The Ramblers or Twinkle 
Twinkle, and a glance at the program 
gives proof enough of the bait for pic- 
ture fan patronage. It may be able to 
draw them on cut-rates but the $4.40 box- 
office top is doubtful. For the legitimate 
theatergoers the show is too tawdry and 
cheap in its material, its staging and its 
production in general. 

A curios conglomeration of specialties, 
flash acts and even short reelers of 
actual films on scrim drops are in- 
terspersed in the proceedings. The plot 
itself is the hackneyed one about the 
little girl who realizes her dream to get 
into the movies, but it is dressed up with 
burlesque, slap-stick and would-be satire, 
very little of which is really clever. The 
score is tin panny and reminiscent. The 
settings are ghastly and the costuming 
cheap. Altogether the show is not par- 
ticularly auspicious. 

It does serve, however, to disclose John 
Agee as a legitimate actor of consider- 
able promise. He has been famous for 
years as an equestrian and circus head- 
liner, so that his trained bull, “black bot- 
tom” horse and trick target shooting are 
taken in their excellence as a matter of 
course. But that he should show such 
marked talent in characterization, that 
his acting should be so finished and art- 
ful, comes as a complete surprise. His 
stage debut is a complete triumph and his 
future assured if he ever cares to give 
up the life in the open for good. Polly 
of Hollywood would be a far better show 
if John Agee were given more of an 
opportunity in it. 

But the exclamation over the “find” 
must not overshadow praise for Midgie 
Miller, who works earnestly and well 
in the title role. She carries much of the 
burden and deserves considerable credit 
for the undertaking. Dave Ferguso” 
scores as a “Nance” cowboy and Robert 
G. Pitkin is persuasive as the always 
eccentric movie director. Marguerite 
Zender and Willard Hall take care of 4 
number of the songs and Franker Woods, 
Earle S. Dewey, Jerome Daly, William 
Friend, Barney Ward and Hugh Herbert 
are others that stand out from the larg: 
cast. Alice Wood and Lillian Jordan 
show signs of ability in spite of the im- 
possible roles that are inflicted on them, 
and Mammy Jinny gets over when she is 
finally allowed to sing. Charles Guglieri

The rest of the cast are better 
off to have their names hidden in the pro- 
gram reprint above, for the play is by no 
means entirely to blame. 

With an acknowledement of the Live 
ingston Platt-William Oden Waller sete 
tings and a “better luck next time” to 
the Chanins, the opening of the Theater 
Masque may be dismissed with the hope 
that it may be soon forgotten.

Tt is hard to believe that the author 
of A Lady in Love is the same Dorrance 
Davis who wrete The Shelf, that rather 
awful vehicle in which Frances Starr

recently tried to stage her comeback. 
The current piece is so far superior. 
But certain curious twists and tangents 
in this 17th century period comedy 
would lead one to believe that perhaps 
Davis is a rather eccentric scrt of play- 
wright anyway. His mentality seems to 
fluctuate. It occasionally takes deep 
dives in,A Lady in Love, but transverse- 
ly with the earlier work, it generally 
Stays up to the level of comedy that is 
a not toc bad imitation of Congreve. 

The story is naughty but not vulgar 
in its treatment, thin but sufficient for 
this type of play suggestive of a book 
for a musical comedy in its weaker and 
mcre childish moments but soon pulled 
back to legitimate standard. Much of it 
is lightly amusing, some of it delightful 
wnd a little of it absurdly out of key. 
All in all, the piece is not of any particu- 
lar consequence and is apt to go utterly 
by the board except with a limited type 
of audience. 

Peggy Wood is rare in the leading 
role and exquisitely charming, of ccurse. 
She brings much to the play and delicate- 
ly extracts all there is in it at the same 
time. Gavin Gordon is a pleasing, per- 
sonality opposite her and gives an un- 
derstanding reading of his lines. Syd- 
ney ‘Greenstreet is as amusing and ac- 
complished in stage tricks as ever. Rollo 
Licyd, on the other hand, is badly cast 


and most unconvincing. Allyn Joslyn 
and Liane Carrera (daughter of Anna 


Held) do well in secondary reles. and the 
minor bits are acceptably filled by Alf 
Helton. Walter Jones, Julian Noa, Den- 


nie Mocre, Natalie Moorhead, Dorothy 
Estabrook, Jane Salisbury and Lester 
Paul. 


The direction is old-fashioned but ade- 
quate, and the inexpensive settings do 
well enough.

NEW YORK. Feb. 26. — The senior 
students of the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts yesterday returned te 
light comedy for the sixth of their mati- 
nee performances at the Lyceum The- 
ater, presenting Arthur Goodrich’s piece, 
So This Is London. They did well with 
it, too, considering that mest of the 
characters in the play are better suited 
to actors of more mature years. 

Alf the principal characters were ex- 
cellent, altho Harry Bliven fai'ed at 
times to catch enough of the gusto and 
pep required cf the American father to 
really get the full power of the part., 
Bliven is best when cast as a vVil'ain 
and has undeniable talents for such 
parts. Richard Terry, as the American 
son, is always a pleasing and earnest 
actor, who was given ample opportunity 
in the part of utilizing his magnetic per- 
sonality—which he did effectively. 
Powell York. as the English ncbleman, 
found himself and gave a true and fin- 
ished performance. It was among the 
best of the afternoon and far above any- 
thing he has done previously. Owen 
Davis, Jr, was out of place as the Eng- 
lish business type, altho earlier in the 
afternoon he was cast perfectly in the 
one-act piece, The Trysting Place, which 
preceded the Goodrich comedy. Davis 
is one of the most talented of the Acade- 
my players and is a light ccmedian of 
the first water, which fact became known 
thru his plaving of the title ro’e in 
Jonesy earlier in the season. 

Lucile Fisher was well chosen as tne 
aristocratic Enclish girl and made an 
ideal partner for Richard Terry. Violet 
Virginia Blackton seems perfectly capa- 
ble of carrying off any part in which 
she is cast and her acting is mest fin- 
ished and true. Dorothy Wheeler made 
a charming and likable “fixer’, altho 
she was a bit nervous and tripped on 
her lines several times. It was a treat 
to see Dorcthy Libaire again, even tho 
che was cast as a charming middle-aged 
American mother—after having seen 
her in Jonesy, as a charming and pretty 
stock actress. She is a talented litt'e 
actress. however. and carried off the 
part most effectively. Byron Roudabush, 
Clark Twelvetrees, and Harold Rondall 
did well as the stiffest of stiff Enel sh 
servants. 

Rooth Tarkineton’s The Trusting Ploce 
proved an amusing curtain raiser, well 
played by Violet Virginia Blackton, who 
is always fine: Owen Davis, Jr.. like- 
wise: Derothy Mackenzie, who did we'l 
as a middle-aged woman, altho she ts 
more effective in ingenue parts: Emi'y 
Flippen, most pleasing as regards looks, 
personality and acting abflitv: B. H. 
MacMahon, Byron Roudabush and John 
Francis Dolan. 

The seventh perfermance in the mati- 
nee series will be given next Fridaw at 
the Lyceum Theater, when Gilbert 
Emery’s Tarnish will be offered.

Harry Sherman, assistant president of 
the union, explained that the union rules 
are clear encugh to the stage hands, and 
also to the manager, but in spite of this 
complaints are often heard The con- 
tract specifically states a stage hand’s 
engagement does not begin, no matter at 
what point he joins an attraction, until 
he handles equipment, and dces not end 
until he is absolutely thru with the han- 
dling of said equipment. 

Many artistes possibly pay for fares 
that are not necessary. When closing 
with an attraction. a stage hand is not 
thru, however, until all equipment nas 
been loaded in a car or in storehouse. 
If that equipment travels to New York, 
the stage hand must be retained until it 
is placed in storage. when the enzage- 
ment ends. For such trips, railroad 
fare must be paid by the attraction.

Think this cver, Mark, and maybe you can have another substantial reason 
for celebrating the 100th anniversary of my favorite diversion. 


“How Are the Mighty Fallen!’ 


From word received, it looks as if I would have to write the age-old inscription 
—‘How are the mighty fallen!”—over Little Tich, one of the English music hall 
stars for more than a generation. The report I get is that the diminutive comedian 
rect his Waterloo in far-off Australia when some of the audience threw pennies on 
the stage during his turn. This was more than Little Tich could stand, so he walked 
off and canceled his contract with the theater. 

Little Tich has been a leading figure in British variety for more than 40 years. 
Following the custom over there, I was under the impression that “once a star, 
always a star’ would hold good and that the little fellow would close his stage 
cureer amid the plaudits of the music hallites. But the old saying could be dragged 
in here about the pitcher going once too often to the well, for Tich has unfor- 
tunately experienced the truth of this adage. He was a funster of distinct merit 
in the old days and I never thought he would live to get the “raspberry”. But 
evidently Little Tich has outlived his popularity—even among the British music 
hall fans. 


What's the Matter With the Movies? 


That old codger who wrote me several weeks ago trying to snare me into an 
argument about vaudeville affairs has once more “taken his pen in hand”. Now 
he wants my opinion of the Chicago publisher’s daughter—Elinor Patterson—who 
is announced for a star part in the movies. 

“This girl,” writes the old codger, “has had no experience in screen work, yet 
she is given a leading role in pictures. Can you beat it? Is it any wonder the movies 
are not what is claimed for them?” 

Well, old codger, what’s the matter with this Chicago girl and why shouldn't 
she get a starring part in the movies? Is that all you know about the films? Are 
you trying to insinuate that acting ability is necessary in order to get a prominent 
place in film productions? Don’t you know that many—too many, in fact—of our 
screen stars have little or no knowledge of acting? They don't need actresses in 
the pictures. What is wanted more than anything else—as I see the whole matter 
—is pretty girls and men who have made good in the legitimate and musical comedy. 


Let’s Take a Look at the Other Side 


Now, let’s take a look at the other side of the situation. Here comes a story 
of the extension of the John Murray Anderson-Robert Milton school of the theater— 
a real place where stage aspirants will get a training that should make them actors 
and actresses. Not make-believe players and peseurs. If there is anything more 
than another the theater needs today it is trained actors. Managers, ushers and 
other theater attaches are being put thru a course of training; directors are not 
made overnight. Every phase of the theater—at least in the front of the house—is 
being covered in the matter of improvement and better service. Yet the most 
important of all—the acting department—is. neglected and left at the mercy of 
“enterprising” managers looking for “types” instead of players who can interpret 
any role. 

Give us more training schools and we will have better stagers; let everything 
that means betterment of the stage entertainment be given the encouragement it 
deserves. The untrained actor is a detriment to the stage. Beauty and notoriety can 
get by on the screen but it takes acting ability and preparation to pass muster 
on the stage. 


Ed Lowry Makes Hit in Cockneydom 


Ed Lowry—who has many friends and admirers around Times Square—seems 
to have hit a good stride over in London. One of the theatrical periodicals pub- 
lished in King George's bailiwick says this of Lowry, anent his performance at the 
Victoria Palace: 

“Ed Lowry made a big hit. His vocalism is good, his dancing ditto, his 
patter funny and his attempts to play a flute a scream! But it is his genial manner, 
above all, that instantly endears him to his audience. Five curtain calls and 
demands for encores were his reward.” 

So Ed is now monkeying with a flute! Some years ago this genial young fellow 
used to carry on a fiddle—but not for stage use, merely as a laugh producer. Later 
he changed his instrument to a saxophone; now it's a flute. Well, they can't accuse 
Ed of not changing his routine when occasion demands.

Don’t let them tell you that English vaudevillians have no sense of humor 
eff the stage.

Not all of the compositions are oldtimers 
either. Many are new and beautiful and 
overlooked in this day of mad jazz. We 
have played the best of the musical 
comedies of the past, the works of recog- 
nized American composers, as well as the 
massive compositions of the old masters. 
But we have simply scratched the sur- 
face. Our orchestra is a symphonic com- 
bination—no brass being employed— 
hence we must seek the non-dynamic 
material for our programs. 

“Searching for program material is no 
easy task. One must keep his eyes and 
ears alert for everything which may 
prove of value for present and future 
use. Many times a hint will result in 
the discovery of a hidden gem. Only a 
short time ago we dug up a number from 
a publisher’s shelf which had been buried 
as a failure. We put it on the air and 
everal prominent theater orchestras be- 
gan to feature it. The chances are 17 
will get somewhere now. 

“With the exception of Many Lane i 
forget to include any of my own ditties, 
for the program always is uppermost in 
our minds when we are constructing. 
Occasionally someone asks how do I 
know when the program is o. k. I learn 
this at the rehearsals. If the musicians 
are interested as they play—all is well. 
So far I have been unusually fortunate, 
but I am still digging, trailing the new 
and the dead and forgotten. tunes.”

In Mecca Auditorium, the afternoon of 
February 20, Otto Klemperer conducted 
the New York Symphony Orchestra in 
its 14th Sunday afternoon subscription 
concert. The orchestral numbers were 
Gluck’s overture Iphigenia ir Aulis and 
Beethoven's Symphony No. 7, both di- 
rected by Mr. Klemperer in his usual 
spirited manner The afternoon's solo- 
ist was_ A'‘exander Brailowsky. whose 
playing of the Liszt Concerto in E-flat 
major, for piano and orchestra, was bril- 
liant thruout. and at the conclusion of 
the number the audience greeted this 
Russian pianist with vociferous approval 
and demanded innumerable recalls to the 
platform. 


Margery Maxwell, soprano of the Chi- 


cago Opera Company, made her New 
York debut at Town Hall, assisted by 
Walter Go'de at the piano, the evening 


of February 21. Old Italian airs, mod- 
ern French. two by Mahler and the same 
by Straus, closing with a group by Amer- 
ican composers, made up this interesting 
program, but in the French and Ameri- 
can groups was Miss Maxwell's rather 
light soprano voice at the best advantage. 
The possessor of a most charming per- 
sonality and a gracious stage presence, 
together with an intelligent musical sense 
in interpreting her numbers, made her 
appearance here one of unusual success. 

Notwithstanding the surfeit of orches- 
tral concerts this season, Carnegie Hall 
was well! filled Tuesday night, February 


22. to welcome Fritz Reiner, conducting 
the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra. 
Smetana’s Bartered Bride brought 


prompt recogiztion of Reiner’s popular 
methods here, and again in the Suite No, 
1, by Bartok, a most delightful reading. 
Appreciation, if any, unexpressed to 
much extent, was accorded Stravinsky's 
Song of the Nightingale, entitled a Sym- 
phonic Poem. Many wondered what this 
number would sound like under less capa- 
ble direction than Reiner's, for it cer- 
tainly requires several hearings to un- 
derstand its weird and thankless orches- 
tration. Why should occasional hearers 
have to acquire a taste for such, when 
so much more pleasing is easily to be 
obtained? However, Mr. Reiner left a 
lasting impressive climax in his marvel- 
ous rendition of the Rhapsody, Italia, by 
Casella. His marked precise weaving, 
sharp contrasts and almost militaristic 
methods left nothing unexpressed and 
lifted his orchestra to heights unrealized 
earlier in the program. 


The first appearance here this season 
of the American violinist, Francis Mac- 
miilen, was made before a_ well-filled 
Carnegie Hall Wednesday evening. Feb- 
ruary 23. Accompanied by Ralph Angell, 
Mr. Macmillen played Brahms’ Sonata in 
D-minor, the Lalo Symphonie Espagnole. 
a group by Faure, Pierne, Burleigh and 
Saint-Saens, and with the composer at 
the piano, a Poem Autunnale, by Ottorino 
Respighi. After the playing of this high- 
ly descriptive work the soloist and com- 
poser were repeatedly recalled to the 
stage. Mr. Macmilien appeared to be in 
splendid form and displayed a tone of 
unusual warmth, agile technic and a 
musicianly understanding. Especially in 
the Brahms number was he excellent. 

Carnegie Hall was more than well 
filled Friday evening, February 25, for 
the debut recital of Alfredo San Malo, 
violinist. accompanied by Richard Hage- 
men This newcomer presented among 
his numbers Tartini’s Devil's Trill, Sainte 


Saens’ Concerto in B-minor. and shorter 
works.

In the 18 years that Guilo Gatti-Casaz- 
za has been managing director of the 
Metropo'itan Opera Company 12 Ameri- 
ean cperas have been produced, anda it 
remains for the last of these, The King’s 
Henchman, by Deems Taylor and Edna 
St. Vincent Millay, to be the only one to 
reach genuine operatic heights and re- 
main as an outstanding example of native 
serious composition. Taylor has con- 
ceived a deep and moving score of poign- 
ant beauty and musical worth that is 
limited mainly by Miss Millay’s libretto. 


The score becomes more effective be- 
cause Taylor has not allowed himself to 
drink too deeply of the neurotic impulses 
that are often the main characteristic of 
modern composers. His is a closely knit 
piece of sound composition, masterfu'ly 
orchestrated and technically fine. The 
influence of Wagner and Debussy are 
evident, but not enough so to detract 
from the merits of the work as original 


and true. It is a saving grace of The 
King's Henchman that Taylor has not 
striven for ultra-originality at the ex- 


pense of beauty and it is doubtful if any 
other contemporary American composer 
cou'd have done an equally impressive 
piece of creative writing. 

Taylor's music is most beautiful in the 
love themes that follow Edward Johnson 
and Florence Easton thru the opera, and 
it is these bits, of simple melodic charm, 
rich'y orchestrated, that fall most sooth- 
ingly on the ears. Equally impressive is 
the “Nay, Marcus, Lay Him Down” strain 
sung by Lawrence Tibbett. The come 
poser’s originality is most marked in the 
accompaniment to Madame Easton's en- 
trance in the third act and his deftness 
for orchestration beautifully evident in 
the orchestral prelude to the second act. 

Miss. Milay'’s libretto, while having un- 
deniable poetic beauty, is hardly suitable 
to operatic production and the use of 
early Saxon English is in itself a serious 
limitation. 

The Metropclitan Opera Company has 
staged the production fau'tlessly, having 
used the greatest discretion in settings.

tracted from the effectiveness of the 
voices. 

The chorus work, too, was most im- 
pressive and the off-stage humming 
chorus, in the second act, one of the 


loveliest and most impressive bits in the 
entire opera. 

So rapturously enticing is Taylor’s 
music that he has been commissioned by 
the Metropolitan for another opera in 
1929, altho it is not likely that Miss 
Mi lay will do the libretto. In the interim 
Taylor will undoubtedly show marked 
improvement and the depth of his com- 
position and flow cf his melody will be 
even more alluring than in The King’s 
Henchman.

Police Stop Performance 
At National Winter Garden 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28. —Led by an 


inspector, detectives in plain clothes and 


policemen in uniform invaded Minsky’s National Winter Garden during Thursday 
evening’s performance, serving 12 warrants calling for the arrest of Barney Kelly, 


manager of the house; Ry 
man; Bert Rose, Billy Wa-lace, 
Cleo, classic dancer; Chubby Drisdale, 
Billie Rose Carson, Hail Dean, ingenue- 
soubrets, and May Walton, chorister num- 
ber leader, and one other not present, yet 
to be served. 


The warrants had been sworn out 
previously, charging Kelly with permit- 
ting an improper performance and mein- 
bers of the company named in the war- 
rants as participating in an improper 
performance at some time previous to 
Thursday evening. 

Being present for the purpose of re- 
viewing the Thursday evening perform- 
ance, we, along with others, were agree- 
ably entertained with what we person- 
ally concede to be a clean and clever 
presentation of burlesque stock company 
comedy and musical ensembles until the 


appearance of Jessie Rece, the prima 
donna vocalist of the company, for a 
specialty just before the finale of the 


first part. Prima Rece was in the middle 
of a sentimental ballad when we aisle- 
seaters observed a file of civilian-clothed 
men passing along the side aisle toward 
the stage entrance. At they approached 
the entrance one (apparent) civilian 
stepped out of line, mounted the orchestra 
pit stairs onto the stage, parted the 
drapes and disappeared. Prima Rece, 
without a falter or missing a note, fin- 
ished her ballad to repeated encores as 
she made her exit. 


Ray Paine, straight man, then ap- 
peared and announced that police had as- 
sumed charge of the house, stopped the 
performance and issued an order for the 
patrons to leave the theater in an orderly 
manner, as each exit was guarded by a 
policeman. 

Making our way backstage we found 
Mother Annie Elms, the 87-year-old ma- 
tron, in tears, lamenting the arrest of 
those whom she is pleased to term her 
children. Thore under arrest were 
guarded by policemen as they changed 
into their street clothes. The choristers, 
musicians, stage crew and house attaches 
passed out unmolested, as the detectives 
signified that they held no warrants for 
them. With the house finally cleared of 
all except those under arrest the detec- 
tives escorted those served with warrants 
to the street, where they were passed into 
three patrol wagons against the protest 
of Directing Manager Abe Minsky, who 
offered to provide taxicabs. Abe’s protest 
led up to his being served with a sum- 
mons to answer the charge of smoking 
in the stageroom of the theater, for Abe 
in his excitement forzot to stop smoking 
during the arrest of his company. 

With the disappearance of the patrol 
wagons Abe hurried forth to secure a 
bondsman, who later arranged for the 
release of those arrested on $500 bond 
each for examination in police court later 
in the morning. 

As the evidence on which the warrants 
were served was based on a previous 
presentation in which they did not ap- 
pear Prima Rece and several other prin- 
cipals in Thursday evening’s performance 


were not included in those arrested, and 
this is especially applicable to Prima 
Rece, who takes no part in the comedy 


scenes or numbers, being on for two sen- 
timental ballad singing specialties which 
were highly commended Thursday eve- 
ning by the police as well as patrons.

$35-a-Week Choristers 

_ Complaints are coming in plenty from 
producing managers presenting shows in 
and around New York at the present time 
relative to the cancellation. of contracts 
by choristers. Playing the Western half 
of the circuits with all the discomforts, 
the so-called subway circuit of burlesque 
houses in and around New York enables 
choristers to obtain low rates for rooms 
in hotels and housekeeping apartments, 
thereby holding an attraction that few 
can resist. Therefore, as the companies 
swing toward the West again they ex- 
perience considerable difficulty in getting 
the choristers to give up their homelike 
comforts for a return to their former dis- 
confforts. 

Many managers have offered bonuses 
to girls finishing out the entire season, 
but the bonuses at the present time are 
ery little inducement, due to the un- 
precedented number of stock companies 
being organized for summer runs opening 
several weeks earlier this season than at 
any time heretofore, supplemented by an 
ever-increasing number of nvusical tabs. 
now being booked out of New York 

So keen is the competition among 
companies in securing choristers that 
they are overbidding each other by an 
increase to 335 weekly salaries to selected

choristers and are setting a precedent 
that will be hard for producing managers 
of circuit shows to meet when organizing 
companies for next season 
eThirty-five-dollar-a-week choristers will 
be the rule next season and not the ex- 
ception, and the producing managers of 
circuit shows should anticipate what they 
will have to contend with in securing 
choristers and make their demands for 
sharing terms and guarantee from circuit 
houses accordingly.

The chorus was evidently selected for 
their apparent youth, beauty and uni- 
formity in size and modelesque forms, 
supplemented by the talent and ability 
to participate in the picturesque num- 
bers staged by Charley Elbey that in- 
cluded marches military perfect. 

Taking the company in its entirety, it 
fully merits all the space available, there- 
fore we have little or none left for an 
equally meritorious descriptive review of 
the presentation. Suffice it to say that 
comedy of the altogether different from 
usual burlesque kind there was in plenty, 
and let it be said to the everlasting 
credit of producer and principals it was 
presented cleverly and cleanly. 

More power to such oldtimers as 
Maurice Wainstock, the promoter of 
principals who are keeping up with the 
times by giving burlesque a la modern.

Will H. Cohan and Harry Clexx are 
the comiques, Cohan doing his old-time 
Hebrew characterization with semibald 
head and parted whiskers, but not doing 
it in a similar manner to that of the 
old Watson and Cohan Banker and 
Broker days. 

It doesn’t take a close observer to see 
that Cohan is misplaced in this pres- 
entation and in justice to himself the 
sooner he exits the better for him per- 
sonally, and the same may be said for 
the presentation. Cohan did remind us of 
his former self in two scenes near the 
close of the show in which he distin- 
guished himself admirably as a comique 
fully entitled to the center of the stage. 
The scenes referred to are a_ court 
scene, with Cohan as the judge, and a 
Mexican Fort scene, with Cohan as a 
nondescript general. 

Clexx, doing a wise-cracking eccentric 
boob, a la Will Ward, I. B. Hamp and 
Billy Hagan, appeared to be perfectly at 
home with the lines given him and han- 
dled them sufficiently fast and funny to 
please the patrons.

The choristers were typical of the cir- 
cuit as to personal attractiveness, talent 
and ability, likewise in their manner of 
working, for whereas the ponies were 
there with the pep, there were several 
who walked thru the show as if they 
hadn’t fully recovered as yet from their 
dancing exertions at thea Burlesque 
Club Ball. Or perhaps they were work- 
ing under Sam Raymond’s stop order 
on the shimmy, for there was no 
wiggling and no giggling during the 
ensemble numbers. 

The comedy bits, if we except the 
court and fort scenes, were old familiar 
ones, put over clean if not clever. Be 
that as it may, the Monday matinee 
patrons gave far more applause to the 
comiques during the presentation of 
the show than they did to Delaney and 
Maloney in the exhibition of their fight 
pictures.

Love's Greatest Mistake, perhaps, is its 
well chosen cast; certainly not the story 
and its treatment.

Nomination Is Declined With Thanks 

The public reaction to the stand taken 
by Equity and other theater interests in 
the matter of censorship for legitimate 
theatrical prcductions, as expressed in 
the editorial articles which have come 
back to us thru the press clipping bureau, 
has been almost universally favorable. 

If there is one step which most of the 
editorial writers who dissent with Equity 
weuld have had us take, it is the 
assumption cf the role of censor by 
Equity itself. And that is the last step 
we would wish to take. Where the ques- 
tion of good taste figures as much as 
morality, since the “immorality” of one 
generation cr community is the com- 
monplace of another, Equity does not 
feel that it ought to be asked to pass 
upon what is permissible and what 
should not be allcwed. Equity does not 
like the idea of any censor—not even 
itself. . 


Union Insurance Oversubscribed 

The books of the Union Labor Life 
Insurance Company were clcsed February 
21, up to which time $750,000 had been 
subscribed by unions and individuals. 
This is 25 per cent over the original 
mark of $600,000 set by the company. 

Spring Stirs Tent Shows to Life 

The weekly report of the Kansas City 
office for the week ending January 29 
has just come our way, and it is an 
indication, even if all other signs were 
lacking, that spring is on its way, and is 
not so very far off. For the many 
preparations, which extend even to the 
Texas Legislature, where the annual bill 
to tax tent shows out of the State is 
being drafted, are sure signs that winter 
has not much longer lease on life.

Dr. William J. Mayo of Rochester be- 
lieves that investigation of the ccecult 
“carries distinct danger to integrity of 
thought, for it loosens the mind from 
the moorings of fact, gives predomi- 
nance to the lesser senses and creates 
emotional disturbances.” 

In a paper, The Place of the Senses in 
the Development of Science, prepared for 
a convocation of the University of Minne- 
sota, Dr. Mayo stated that the devction 
of a life to the study of psychic 
phenomena “is one thing,’’ but as a side 
line it is dangerous. 

“Any one dabbling in the occult, de- 
liberately depriving himself of vision 
man's chief means of obtaining informa- 
tion, injures himself mentally.” Dr. Mayo 
said 

“It is a curious ego that in the clear 
light of reason will prompt one to say 
of a certain subject, ‘I do not understand,’ 
and in the dark cf suggested psychic 
influences to say of the same subject, ‘I 
believe this is occult,’ in the sense of a 
mysterious force.”’

Vishnu Hypnotizes Subject by Radio 
Before Big Crowd in Theater at Miami 


Vishnu recently hypnotized by radio dure 
ing his engagement at the Capitol Thea- 
ter, Miami, Fla., and The Miami Tribune 
said regarding this experiment: 

“She's asleep!” Relief came to specta- 
tors when this exclamation passed the 
parted lips of throngs watching the Capi- 
tol Theater stage Monday nicht to see 
if Vishnu, famed mystic, should hypnotize 
his subject by radio, working from the 
Fleetwood broadcasting station, five miles 
across Biscayne Bay. 

The two minutes were like hours. Dur- 
ing the time he was working with his 
subject, the hush was eloquenf in testi- 
mony to the jnterest mysticism holds for 
the masses. Skeptics or not, they 
watched and waited breathless. 

R. H. Wood, chief cf police of Miami 
Beach, who is a member of the com- 
mittee, checked the time.

“She fell out of the chair. She's all 
right, tho. Don't tcuch her,’ Vishnu in-

A plea for Judas was apparently in 
the back of Olga Printzlau’s mind when 
she wrote Window Panes, altho she trav- 
els over the time-worn tracks of The 
Servant in the House and The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back in getting to it. 


The imaginative Second Coming, followe: 
by the more theatrically original idea of 
a repetition of the act of Judas, is good 
dramatic material, but Miss Printzlau 
has made a mess of it with heavy and 


hesitant handling. The introduction of 
her own conceptions and beliefs in 
clumsi'y worked out symbolism ana 


laborious speech further hampers the 
play. Then her situations and her char- 
acters are generally incredible, her ef- 
fort to set the piece in Russian atmos- 
phere seems forced and ungrounded, and 
her tendency to harp on certain phases 
until the power of emphasis is entirely 
lost make for inscrutab!e dullness, 

The performance is uneven and quite 
as bad as tne play itself. It is always 
heavy, sometimes unbearably boring and 
sometimes ridiculous. The fault where 
it isn’t the playwright’s is mostly in the 
playing of the two leading roles by 
Eileen Huban and Charles Dalton. Oc- 
casionaly Miss Huban is touching by the 
quality of her voice and her obvious 
sincerity, but the greater part of the time 
she suggests nothing but a rather art- 
less actress running the gamut of emo- 
tions. The most ludicrous thing in her 
exhibition is the unceasing wig-wag 
which she goes thru with her arms, her 
hands clutching at space and her fingers 
waving aimless'y. Her balcony gazing, 
her sobs and snorts and facial expres- 
sions registering misery could be for- 
given with the impossible role as an ex- 
cuse, but the calisthenics are inexcusable 
Dalton merely stamps and storms his way 
from curtain to curtain. Cathryn Ran- 
do'ph is quite acceptable as the mute 
¢éhild upon which a miracle is worked, 
and Ruth Findlay puts real feeling into 
the part of an outcast mother. As the 
Stranger, Henry Herbert gives a reading 
that is far superior to its material. 
Brandon Peters, Craig Williams, John 
Brewster, Frederick Knight, Olive Beh- 
rens, Theresa Kilburn, Catherine Hay- 
don, Millie Aston, Roy Cochran, Charles 
Allais, Grace Lynn, Benjamin Osipow, 
Stephen Zebrock and the group of supers 
are required to be little more than at- 
mosphere and they do this as well as 
the slightly ragged direction will let 
them. P. Dodd Ackerman’s single set- 
ting is original and effective.

Set a Thief— is a mystery )laythat is 
commor to type in its familiar elements, 
but it rises now and again to something 
better than average thru the general ex- 
cellence of its cast, aided and abetted by 
flashes of deft staging. 

All the stock ingredients are empicyed 
—the missing bonds, the hidden safe and 
moving panels, the shootings in the dark, 
the mysterious telephone message, the 
sleuthing and _  cross-examinations, the 
fastening of suspicion upon one character 
after ancther, the inevitable love interest 
and the inevitable comic maid. Never- 
theless they are all well employed and 
the climax of each act is cripping. Here 
and there a bit of action is not suf- 
ficiently clear nor satisfactorily ex- 
plained, but the interest js generally sus- 
tained and the story is kept as plausible 
as such a yarn can be. Some of the 
narration and the police questicning 
seems unnecessary. It is repetitious and 
consequently dull. A little more comedy 
relief micht well be substituted for it. 
The humor, too. might be improved in 
quality as well as quantity. Real laughs 
not only seere on their own account buy 
they refresh the imagination for a_ re- 
turn to more gruesome things. Nellie 
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Fillmore wrings what smiles she can 
with hcr “Lordy, Lordy” role of Han- 
nah, the colcred maid, and Martha Madi- 
Son registers the wisecracks of the re- 
porter from the tabloid which prints “all 
the news before it happens”, but their 
material is not all that it shou.d be. 

Margaret Wycherly, charming as ever, 
makes a knowing grandma part lightly 
amusing in character as well as in 
speech. Brandon Evans has the fattest 
role, that of the rough and unscrupulous 
private detective, and plays it to the 
hilt in vivid and interesting characteriza- 
tion. As the detective from police head- 
quarters, Frederic Burt js more orthodcx 
but still effective. James Spottswood 
quietly achieves the necessary mysterious- 
ness of being the house guest about whom 
little is known, and the single assign- 
ment of expressing faith in him is well 
encugh filled by Natacha Rambova. Two 
slinking servants are portrayed with dis- 
tinction by Earl House and Gladys Feld- 
man, while three minor parts are nicely 
handled by Richard Coolidge, Artie Kauf- 
man and Carlton Rivers. The only 
blemish on the cast is the slow, stiff 
Playing of Calvin Thomas, evidently im- 
pressed with the fact that he is the 
heavy. His dragging cf lines and cues 
holds up the piece time and again, not 
to mention giving away his relationship 
to the plot. 

A substantial and attractive setting 
has been supplied by Nicholas Yellenti. 
The lighting is a bit tricky, but effective 
for mystery show purposes. ‘ All in all, 
jt would seem that Edward E. Paramore, 
Jr. and Alexander Leftwich had been 
genercus with their expenditure on the 
production, but they now need to spend 
a little more time in revamping it if 
they would meet the competition of cer- 
tain other melodramas established as 
hits.

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The Vaudeville Field 
In LONDON

LONDON, Feb. 12.—The big thing 
about the broadcast of the Royal vaude- 
ville show at the Victoria Palace is the 
breakdown of the ban of the managerial 
organizations as to this. Maybe we use 
the wrong word, because all credit is due 
to the managers for the waiving of the 
30-minute rule for broadcasting. You 
must realize this means at least a drop of 
$100 in every place of entertainment in 
this country, as the broadcast will be 
national, and the assumption is that if it 
is good for the King and Queen to 
patronize a show, it is good enough for 
their subjects to “listen in’’. 

God forbid that any person should ob- 
ject to the composition of the Royal per- 
formance, but the idea of keeping it all 
British, tho laudable as regards a press 
campaign—which has failed—is regret- 
able, because vaudeville of itself fs inter- 
national. 

If the London County Council does get 
the home secretary to accede to its re- 
quest that the Theatrical Employers Act 
be amended to enalbe it to make it a 
licensing act and not simply one of regis- 
tration, it is going to shake things up and 
do a great amount of good. The fact that 
they bave the permission of the finance 
committee to the spending of at least 
$8,000 for the first year and a like amount 
for the second, shows that there is an 
earnestness in their desire. The action. 
of the V. A. F. in appealing for their 
help has greatly strengthened their hands. 

They are raising a tombstone to Wal 
Pink on his grave at Tooting, and, in view 
of the exceptional circumstances, the V. 
A. F. has donated the balance, thus com- 
pleting the $500. Wal was No. 4 in the 
organization, which celebrated its 21st 
birthday on February 18, and he was a 
member of the Conciliation Board after 
the Music Hall strike of 1907, and was 
one of the three artistes (Joe O’Gorman 
and W. H. Clemart)) at the arbitration 
proceedings which followed, and which 
standardized the vaudeville contract of 
this country. 

Straws show which way the wind 
blows, and the fact that Chas. Gulliver 
has joined the board of Hoard & 
Wyndhams, a first-class firm of thea- 
ters, gives another line on Gulliver’s 
theater enterprises, which we under- 


stand embrace a quartet of houses in 
Aldwych. 
There is sone possibility that the 


whole of the vaudeville houses may not 
adopt a kine vaudeville policy, and this 
would mean the throwing out of work of 
at least 21,000 performers per annum. 
The arbiters’ award (V. A. F. controlled) 
insists that six months’ notice must be 
given of the change of “occupancy and 
possession” before any existing contract 
in that period can be canceled. Some of 
Gulliver’s vellum contracts are personal 
with him, and are either cancelable on his 
quittance or have to be played by Gul- 
liver or paid. 

The Flying Potters are not sorry they 
refused the Pantages offer, especially 
when they compare notes with the experi- 
ences of some of our British acts who 
have been on your side on this tour. They 
are fully booked on the continent, and, 
with nine shows a week and a comfortable 
life, they think they are wise in refusing 
the American “grind”. 

Dick Henderson, fresh from Maurice 
Cowhan’s revue, which has finished, is 
quite comfy with his Alhambra three-a- 
day, and next week goes to the Argyle, 
Birkenhead. He is looking forward to his 
American trip, which starts in April, and 
he will be accompanied by his wife

Foreign acts are getting the “windup”, 
with regard to income tax. The moment 
they arrive in this country, they get their 
income tax assessment, because the Min- 
istry of Labor now advises the revenue 
authorities whenever it grants labor 
permits for alien entertainers to enter this 
country to fulfill engagements. It is ad- 
mitted there is a difficulty as regards col-

“Foreign Artists” 


Every country seems to be having 
trouble over “foreign artists”. 

France is kicking because American 
jazz musicians are keeping some native 
noisemakers out of work. 


England says our playwrights and 


producers, not speaking of the perform- 
ers, are taking more than a fair share of 
pounds sterling away from the United 
Kingdom. 

Broadway lights, in turn, contend that 
the English artists over here have 
brought down the standard of wages by 
working for less money than American 
actors will accept. 

And now comes Bulgaria with the 
wail that artists from other countries 
are charging exorbitant sums for their 
performances, while the home enter- 
tainers are being forced out of employ- 
ment. 

With every nation apparently blessed 
with such a generous number of “foreign 
artists”, it appears that a great deal of 
uncalled for commotion is being raised 
over a situation which, after all, is 
pretty well balanced. 


Two-Way Arguments 


Arthur Garfield Hays has compared 
censorship of the stage to the Tennes- 
see legislation against the teaching of 
evolution. 

“Down in Tennessee,” he says, “they 
thought if you kept the people ignorant 
you would save their souls. In New 
York some persons think that if vou 
keep folks ignorant you will save their 
morals.” 

This is one of those two-way argu- 
ments—the kird that brings hurrahs— 
but it merely evades the prime issue. 

No questions of ignorance or educa- 
tion are involved in the controversy. 

Piays that educate and warn as well 
as entertain are to be encouraged by 
all means, even if they do touch upon 
sordid facts. 

But when it comes to frankly sensa- 
tional productions, designed with the 
deliberate intention of exploiting dirt, 
the argument about ignorance doesn’t 
hold. 

Nor does it hold in cases like that of 
The Captive, because it is morally ad- 
visable that the problem portrayed in 
this instance be left to doctors and 
psychologists. 

Nobody would be the loser by being 
kept ignorant of the phase of life re- 
vealed in this play, and the suppression 
of such facts from the general public 
would help to prevent the spread of 
something undesirable. 


Champs and Freaks 


An echo from the editorial which 
appeared several months ago in The 
Biilboare. recarding the craze for 
champions, freaks, notorious persons 
and other objects of curiosity who are 
crowding out the real stage entertainers, 
appeared in a recent Sunday edition of 
The New York Times. 

It was in the form of an 
headed A Voice From the Provinces, 
by Carlton Miles, dramatic editor of 
The Minneapolis Journal, and the sub- 
stance of it was that if the present 
tendency keeps up the vaudrville bills 
of the future will be composed of noth- 
ing but prize events. 

The provinces, according to Miles, 
are bitter about this. 

They do not consider it a fair swap 
to be given a rustic swimmer or a black 
bottom contest winner in place of such 
delights as Joe Cook and Sophie 
Tucker. Scientific pool players and 


article 


heavy swatters of the diamond ap- 
parently are nowhere near as satisfying 
as Tom Patricola, Charlotte Greenwood 
and Joe Laurie, Jr. 

But there is another angle to the 
situation besides the one propounded by 
Miles. 

All good performers feel, and right- 
fully, that they are worth just as much 
money as the freaks and champs are 
paid. 

Yet the standard performers are 
lucky to get a tenth of the amount 
handed out to the temporary invaders— 
in fact, the regular’acts are lucky if they 
don’t have to take a cut on the weeks 
when they are booked on a bill with 
a high-salaried freak attraction. 

This unfairness, affecting the-morale 
of the standbys of the vaudeville thea- 
ter, and the short-sighted policy of go- 
ing after a little quick profit at the 
expense of much greater losses when 
the reaction sets in, partly explain why 
the two-a-day has waned. 


Eyes and Ears 


The framing of a special code of 
illumination for motion picture audi- 
toriums, following a scientific study of 
the problem, is being urged by the Eye- 
sight Conservation Council of America, 


which declares that people are subjected: 


to eye strain in poorly lighted theaters. 

The human eye, according to a spe- 
cialist, does not function to its best 
advantage when surrounded by dark- 
ness, even tho it is 
illuminated object. 

Gilt and silver decorative schemes in 
auditoriums also produce annoying re- 
flections even in subdued light, and a 
dull finish is recommended as the most 
desirable. 

All of which is well and good, but 
rather late. 

With the singing and talking screen 
coming in, what the theaters will need 
shortly are pointers for the safeguard 
and comfort of the ears.

Censoring Audiences 


Every other plan to clean up the stage 
having failed thus far, the cry is now 
being made that the audiences, instead 
of the actors and producers, should be 
arrested and censored. 

Sounds good—on paper or at a drama 
uplift meeting. 

But in practical operation it isn’t as 
good as it sounds. 

There is no denying that patrons of 
dirty productions deserve a big share of 
the blame, but before they may be ar- 
rested for being present at an immoral 
performance they must be informed in 
advance that the theater in which the 
show is given has been pronounced a 
public nuisance. 

The legal complications are intricate 
and almost endless. 

So the solution must be found in an- 
other direction. 

It doesn’t have to be hunted up, either, 
because it is in plain sight. 

If the producers really are sincere 
about this clean-up thing, they can bring 
it about in no time. 

They are the traffickers in slime. 

The minute they refuse to handle any 
more of it, the supply will be discouraged 
and that will automatically take care of 
the audiences. 


Cores and Encores 


With politicians trying to run the 
show business, there is nothing left for 
showfolk to do except to go into 
politics. 


A recent announcement of the with- 
drawal from the field of a theater in 
St. Louis attributed the closing to lack 
of business. That’s enough to cays 
the closing of any theater. 


Italy is going in for open-air theaters 
on a large scale. But there’s nothing 
new in that. Over here the legitimate 
drama was driven out in the open som: 
years ago. And now attempts are b 
ing made to drive it somewhere else. 
Perhaps up a tree. 


By permission of the warden, the 
boys in Atlanta staged a show on 
Washington's Birthday. It was, accord- 
ing to reports, a big and enjoyab! 
affair. A still better production 
anticipated next Christmas under 
direction of a certain Broadway pr 
ducer who is expected to be among 
those present at that time. 


It has already been argued that the 
policy of three and four shows a da 
has driven many of the best performers 
out of vaudeville, and now comes Helen 
MacKellar, who, speaking from tha 
Ambassador in Atlantic City, declares 
that this same policy of too many 
shows a day is keeping away from 
vaudeville a very valuable following 
which once supported it. 


Bootleg theaters and bootleg shows 
are expected to come about if political 
censorship should descend upon the 
legitimate stage. Considering what has 
been going on these last few years as a 
result of hootleg liquor. perhaps the 
present evil is preferable to one which 
may be worse. At any rate, it is easier 
to cope with a situation that is within 
sight, than it is to seek out and fay 
hold of illicit operations carried on 
under cover. 


The reaction of the country at lara 
to the stage clean-up commotion in New 
York reveals much difference of opinion 
among newspaper editors, most of 
whom do not take the affair very 
seriously—perhaps because the syndicate 
contributors in New York have tipped 
them off that the police raids on plays 
are mere gestures. A majority of th: 
editorial expressions, however, do p! 
the blame where it rightfully belongs— 
on the producers. 


The case of the woman who sought 
a divorce because her husband, 
coming home late at night, forced her 
to give up the side of the bed which 
she had nicely warmed, is paralleled in 
a theater incident now before the Paris 
courts. The grounds of complaint 
however, are reversed. A Frenchman 
has started legal action because, upon 
arriving at the theater, the seat for 
which he held a ticket was warm fron 
the contact of an Englishman who had 
been assigned to it by mistake, Thi 
infuriated Parisian said it was contrar: 
to his principles of hygiene to occup

means at our disposal. 

First and foremost English showmen 
as a whole should adopt more whole- 
heartedly and efficiently the lessons of 
publicity which your people have taught 
us. It is obvious that American journal- 
ism is much more awake to the value of 
show news than jis the English press. 
Your journals make a feature of show 
Successes while frankly criticising fail- 
ures. Our own journals are more in- 
clined to make a ballyhoo of failures and 
hard-luck stories and to leave successes 
to look after themselves or to give them 
only curt and grudging acknowledgment. 
To an exerienced journalist who is also 


American 


closely associated with many aspects of 
show life, the reason for this state of 
affairs is obvious, and it is to be found 


in the fact that our showmen individually 
and as a class have not gone out whole- 
heartedly to impress the proprietors and 
editors of journals with the significance 
and industrial importance of entertain- 
ment. American publicity experts inter- 
ested in the promotion of shows Rave 
frequently expressed to me their surprise 
at the slipshod and casual way things 
are done this side. A shining exception 
to this policy is Charles B. Cochran, 
whose brilliant employment of the press 
for the purposes of showmanship to the 
advantage of both industries has een 
one of the factors in his great success, 


NGLISH impresarios and _ critics 
alike have deplored the popularity 
of American musical shows in this 
country. Prophets have prophesied their 
speedy cxtinction. But still they come, 
and still the audiences to see them. One 
reason for the success of these shows 


which is overlooked here is the superi- 
ority of the technique with which they 
are put over. There is more unity in 


the production of American musical com- 
edies and better pace and finish. The 
shows seem to have been produced as a 
whole, and there are not those incon- 
eruities between scenery and costumes or 
awkward transitions from numper 
number which are so frequently to be 
noted in shows produced by our own 
directors. This is a general criticism, of 
and subject to eaceptions. But 
there is certainly a place in the English 
theater for competent, all-round directors 
of musical plays. Until our native-made 
musical comedies are presented as ef- 
ficiently and doctored or pulled into shape 
before the first night, they will quite 
rightly not be able to compete with im- 
ported shows. 

What is true of operetta directors is 
equally true as regards the straight play, 


course, 


for we suffer woefully from the lack 
of first-class directors. Shaw said once: 
“He who can, does: he who can not, 


teaches." In the English theater it very 
frequently happens that he who can, acts, 


and he who can not, produces. (It also 
happens, by the way, that he who can 
act very often imagines that.he can 


dispense with a preducer altogether.) 
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Compared with the States we are in a 
woeful pass for training grounds of 
skilled men of the theater as opposed 
merely to people who drift accidentally 
into production and management. One 
production may show a ciever nanaiung 
of the purely verbal side of a play while 
the grouping is deplorable. I have seen 
the chances reasonably sound new 
Play by an English author damned by 
ineffective lighting or made depressing 
by bad sets. One has only to refer to 
the productions of The Show Off, Broad- 
way, Begaar Horseback, Barrymore's 
Hamlet, Is Zat So? and The First Year— 
to quote at hazard from recent American 
presentations here—to remark the more 
complete unity and efficiency of Ameri- 
can productional method. The application 
of this under the guidance of producers 
from your side to both American and 
English plays would undoubtedly prove 
to advantage. In a word, American pro- 
ducers should find an outlet for their 
technique and artistry in England.

T IS perfectly obvious that the public 

here is as ready to receive your plays 

and players as your public is to ac- 
cept ours. “But from my own experience 
it seems to me that plays of a typically 
American genre should be cast from 
American players. Wnrere meritorious 
American plays have failed on this side 
the reason is often to be sought in the 
fact that the finer nuances of character 
and atmosphere have been missed owing 
to the fact that English artists have been 
employed in unsuitable roles. This is 
particularly true in the case of domestic 
dramas, where the finer shades of your 


different social and personal relations 
count in the play’s makeup. Altho no 
outstanding successes have yet been 


scored in this particmar sphere, I be- 
lieve that American domestic dramas of 
the type of George Kelly’s The Show Off, 
The First Year and Craig's Wife could 
be nursed into very considerable popu- 
larity with a solid British theater-going 
public. For one thing, the English public 
is at last awake to the fact that Ameri- 
ea is not an inferior and half-baked Eng- 
land, but that it is a great foreign coun- 
try teeming with interest and demand- 
ing intelligent understanding. This as I 
say is something of a discovery for the 
average playgoer and our theater and 
yotws can have a very considerable share 
in this function of interpretation. 
Except in the little theater world the 
theater of Eugene O’Neill remains prac- 
tically undiscovered by the British play- 
goer. But it is safe to predict that his 
work will sooner or later enjoy a con- 
siderable vogue in this country, 
our commercial stage. The fact that 
O'Neill and several other prominent 
American playwrights have not yet come 
into their own here is partly attributable 
to the lack of courage of our impresarios. 
And while courage is not backed by ex- 
pert showmanship and adequate financial 
support to cover the inevitable holding-

HIS brings me to the financial prob- 
lem. The “tightness’’ of money dur- 


in these years of trade depression 
here has naturally reacted unfavorably 
on the development particularly of the 


more thoughtful drama. This is propaply 
only a temporary condition, but its ef- 
fects are far-reaching. Auequate capital 
is generally obtainable for light shows 
and musical entertainments, but altho the 
risks are much and the turnover 
probably c@hsistently higher in the pro- 
motion of straight plays, problems ot 
Systematic finance are in this sphere 
much more acute. For this reason I be- 
lieve that the fostering of American, 
British and continental comedy and 
drama by American managements or 
Syndicates operating in London would 
prove profitable to investors and valuable 
to the development of the London stage. 
Moreover, it would provide a relatively 
cheap nursery and planting-out ground 
where work could be brought to fruition 


less 


for eventual transplantation in the 
States and elsewhere abroad. In fact 
American capital judiciously employed 


could benefit our own theater and yours 
at one and the same time. The authors, 


men of the theater and technicians of 
both countries would share in this ad- 
vantage. 


In the construction and reconstruction 
of London theaters and the equipment 
of them, in the designing of settings and 
in theater craft generally, many of our 
theater men have much still to learn 
from the States. There a tendency 
here, again accountable to lax showman- 
ship and financial] straitening, to “make 
things do". Here the courageous example 
of the American showman indicates to 
our people the way out and a similar 
example of self-help is afforded to our 
actors by the achievements of Equity in 
the economic and artistic sphere and by 
the Theater Guild.

HE lessons of American showcraft 
are by no means confined to the 
legitimate sphere. They apply 
equally on the fairgrounds and to the 


few, the ridiculously few, and compara- 
tively insignificant circuses, carnivals, 
seaside entertainment joints and al! such 
opeg-air amusements. In these days 
when every industry is making strenuous 
and scientifically directed efforts towards 
expansion, and when the shows are 
menaced by the continually growing com- 
petition of professional and amateur 
sport, by restaurants, holiday resorts and 
other attractions, it is up to the pur- 
veyors of amusements to employ similar 
science.

| How To Keep the Concesstonaire Friend ly | 


Dealing with concessions for the county 
fair, Charles H. Pope for a long time 
superintendent of concessions for the 
Brockton (Mass.) Fair, presented an able 
discussion of the subject at the conven- 
tion last week of the New England Agri- 
cultural Fairs’ Association at Springfield. 

Mr. Pope has had more than 40 years’ 
experience in doing business with con- 
cessionaires, and is fully conversant with 
his subject. He has given up his work 
with the Brockton Fair, however, his 
resignation having been presented at a 
meeting of the Brockton Association. 

Mr. Pope was unable to attend the 
Springfield convention, and his paper was 
read by another. Under the title of 
Experience and Observations in Connec- 
tion With Concessions on the Midway, it 
follows: 

It is true that I have had experience 
in dealing with concessionaires on the 
midway for more than 40 years, and, nec- 
essarily, have gained impressions and 
come to some conclusions from my con- 
tact with all kinds of men engaged in 
that way of making a living. If there is 
anything in my experience which I can 
pass along, to be of use to those com- 
paratively new in the concession world, I 
shall be glad to do so. 

For a few years I had the advantage 
of the best of schooling as an assistant 
to Abbott W. Packard, who is now the 
only honorary director of the Brockton 
Agricultural Society. He retired in 1910, 
and since that date the title of superin- 
tendent of concessions of the Brockton 
Fair has rested more or less lightly upon 
my shoulders. There has been much that 
has been enjoyable in the experience, and 
IT have met some men who will average 
well with men engaged in any line of 
business. Of course, they have had their 
peculiarities, and, if they had not, would 
not have been in that line of business, 
Following the fairs furnishes an outlet 
for a certain type of mentality, and men 
of that stamp get as legitimate a kick 
out of it as many other men do from 
being so-called Napoleons of big business, 
whatever that may mean. 


I believe when a superintendent of con- 
cessions meets his applicants for space 


half way and fits them out with locations, 
which in his experience are most likely to 
enable them to make the most money 
legitimately from the patrons of the fair, 
he will find they appreciate such treat- 
ment and he will have little trouble with 
them. 

At Brockton Fair we have some con- 
cessionaires who have been with us many 
years, always played fair, paid their rent, 
obeyed the rules, and we are glad to have 
them come again. When practicable. we 
reserve for them the same space in which 
they have been successful, as we regard 
them as good tenants and an asset to the 
fair. The public wants a midway, if it 
is one conducted up to the same high 
standard as the fair itself. and this is 
possible, but, in order to keep it so, eternal 
vigilance is required, with the co-opera- 
tion of the management and concession- 
aires alike. When new applicants appear 
we give them the best openings we have, 
expect them to be successful and become 
recular and satisfied tenants. Never try 
out a new tenant in a location where the 
chances are not good for his success. His 
first year at the fair is likely to sell the 
fair to him or send him away a knocker 
instead of a hooster 

At the Brockton Fair we require all 
concessionaires to pay cash down, for the 
first 20 feet or of frontage: half 
down up to 40 feet frontage; the re- 
mainder to be paid 15 days before the 
opening of the fair I tell them the 
ground is mine to rent until they have 
made the required payment. After that 
it belongs to them, subject to the other 
requirements In the old days we did 
not collect rent in advance, and the re- 
sult was that someone had to be chasing 
the concessionaires from the opening of 
the fair till its close, at a time when the 
superintendent and his assistants, if he 
had any, should be busy enough keeping 
things running smoothly, without running 
around after rent money. Under the old 
system there were bound to be rents un- 
collected. You can’t get blood out of a 
turnip or a hard-boiled egg, and if one 
of these hard-boiled fellows kept you 
waiting ail the days of the fair on a plea

their very life’s blood. 

In my opinion there is but one solu- 
tion of the problem. The same solution 
that is emploved in all other industries. 
The outdoor show world needs organiza-

Minimize Bunk and Use Business Psychology 


By C. GUY DODSON 


After attending five different inter- 
national and State conventions of fair 
secretaries I venture to say that Barnum 
was right—the people love to be hum- 
bugged, but it is not in the same old 
way. Stupidity disappeared along with 
the horse and buggy. but not so with 
the carnival managers and their general 
agents, and if the same conditions con- 
tinue it will only be a short time until 
most of the big shows have ceased to 
exist. Why blame the fair managers for 
the high percentages that they are ask- 
ing us to pay when it is all our own 
fault? Petty jealousy seems to be at the 
back of al! of it. 

While at one of the meetings several 
carnival managers and their agents were 
present to bid on the same fairs. Instead 
of these agents and managers getting to- 
gether and talking things over like the 
eecretaries and presidents of the different 
fairs represented did, they went at every- 
thing blindly and each tried to outdo the 
other, and I dare say that after my 16 
years’ experience with a carnival com- 
pany that each one of them that signed 
contracts will have the same experience 
that they have had in previous years. 
At the end of the season the fair secre- 
tary will have all the money and the 
carnival manager the experience of run- 
ning the show. I know several managers 
of carnivals that have more money in- 
vested in their shows, rides and railroad 
equipment than the ordinary fair- 
ground cost. 

It would seem that carnival managers 
and their agents are afraid to tell the 
people their story. Where theatrical in- 


terests have spent a thousand dollars in 
well-directed publicity and propaganda, 
outdoor amusement interests have spent 
$1 in misdirected publicity from which 
little or no benefit has accrued. 

While at one meeting some time back 
a secretary informed me that two years 
ago he was getting 15 per cent on shows 
and rides and $2 a foot for his concession 
space. This year he is getting 25 per 
cent of the shows and $5 a foot on con- 
cessions. I asked this party if he thought 
his fair was worth that much money and 
he informed me that they were very well 
satisfied when they were getting 15 per 
cent on the shows and riding devices 
and $2 a foot for their concession space, 
but he also informed me not fo blame 
him for this, as the carnival managers 
had offered him this price, and being a 
business man he could not very well 
refuse to take it. 

I have found that the majority of in- 
dependent showmen and mn with ability 
to get money with a carnival! have left 
the carnival field and gone into other 
business. This has been brought about 
by carnival managers demanding such 
high percentages from the independent 
shows that they themselves cannot exist. 
It is lamentable indeed that too often a 
carnival agent or carnival manager ar- 
rives at a fair meeting, and rather than 
be outdone by his opposition he will 
give more percentage and more for con- 
cessions than he can afford, only with 
one thought in mind, that he does not 
want to be outdone by his opposition.

fair manager and make his fair a suc- 
cess. It is a proven fact that a fair 
without a carnival is like a pump with- 
out a handle, and the bigger fairs thru- 
out the United States have come to 
realize this. And I still contend that 
the fair is just as essential to the car- 
nival manager as the carnival is to the 
fair. 

Now, Mr. Carnival Manager, don't you 
think it is time for us to open up an 
office in some centra'ly located city 
where we ourselves can have our meet- 
ings and talk these matters of percent- 
age over the same as the fair secretaries 
do? Let us minimize “fixing’’ and “bunk” 
and use more sound business psychology. 
If we don't do this we will find that it 
is only a matter of time till the high 
railroad rates and the high percentages 
that we are paying these fairs will put 
us completely out of business. 

To successfully face an issue one must 
first make an admission of the existence 
of that issue—we cannot deny the fact 
that outdoor showmen have not only 
the open hostility of prudish-minded 
individuals to combat, they have the in- 
sidious propaganda of powerful and 
wealthy theatrical interests to fight as

THE LONG-APPARENT JEALOUSY 
of the motion picture interests toward 
the carnival and the dread exhibited of 
competition with outdoor attractions of 
all kinds have recently become more 
pronounced. Picture men are becoming 
actually childish in their petulancy and 
the forms in which they express their 
resentment against competition are some- 
times ridiculous. The sight of a carnival 
coming into the field and the prospect of 
losing a few dollars to a business rival 
are no longer borne in sulky silence. For 
a long time the unfair and unbusinesslike 
attacks made on the carnival folk were 
under cover. But recently bitterness and 
venom are disclosed. The picture men 
are resorting to measures that indicate 
nothing so plainly as their own realiza- 
tion of the fact that the motion picture is 
fast slipping. A glittering example of 
the spirit that animates these men who 
call themselves showmen and amusement 
purveyors is an article appearing in the 


current issue of The Official Bulletin, 
organ of the M. P. T. O. A., which urges 
theater owners to institute an inquiry in 
their several localities and see if carni- 
vals are seeking entrance.
